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A CONTRIBUTION TO THE STUDY 
OF THE ORCHID.4CE/E OF THE COTE D’IVOIRE 

by P. J. Cribb & F. Perez-Vera 


Summary: Four new species of Bulbophyllum Thou, from the Cote d’Ivoire are 
described. A list is given of the new records of Orchidacex from the Cote d’Ivoire 
since the publication of the 2nd edition of F.W.T.A. (1968). An up-to-date fist of all 
Orchid species recorded from the C6te d’Ivoire is provided in the appendix. 

Resume. — Quairc nouvettes espcces de Bulbophyllum Thou, provenant de Cote 
d’Ivoire sont decrites. Une lisle des nouvelles decouvertes d'Orchidees de Cote d’Ivoire 
depuis la publication de la deuxieme Edition de F.W.T.A. (1968) est donnCe, Une liste 
de toutes les especes d’Orchidees de Cote d’Ivoire esi donnee en appendice. 


The Cote d’Ivoire is included in that part of West Africa covered by 
the “ Flora of West Tropical Africa ” ed. 2 (1968). 145 species in 40 genera 

are recorded by Summerhayes from the Cote d’Ivoire in the account of 
the Orchidacex in this Flora. However, at the time of compilation, spe¬ 
cimens from this area were few and the recent collections of L. Are Assi, 
the botanists of O.R.S.T.O.M. and one of the authors (Perez-Vera) have 
increased the number of recorded species to 211 (an increase of over 30 %) 
in 45 genera. 

The south west of the Cote d’Ivoire is little known botanically and still 
contains large areas of virgin rain forest including the extensive Foret de 
Ta'i. One of us (Perez-Vera) has lived for 18 years at Daloa and has 
collected extensively in the south west region (for main collecting localities 
see figure 1). Most keys rely upon floral characters to distinguish Orchids 
so Perez-Vera has grown at Daloa many of those Orchids which were 
not flowering when collected. In this way, many species have been indentified 
from little known and seldom visited regions. 

The aim of this paper is to provide an up-to-date account of the Orchid 
flora of the Cote d’Ivoire. Four species of Bulbophyllum Thou, are descri¬ 
bed for first time and a list is provided of those species which have been recor¬ 
ded for the first time in the Cdte d’Ivoire since the publication of the second 
edition of F.W.T.A. in 1968. Finally, a provisional check list of theOrchids 
of the country has been given in the appendix.

Inflorescentia e 
basi pseudobulbi exorta, suberecta, arcuata, teres, quam folia longior, usque ad 22 cm longa', 
pedunculus brevissimus, bracteis 2-4,scariosis, quam internodia brevioribus, 2-3 cmiongis, ve¬ 
la fas', rhachis teres, pitis brevibus purpureis obtecta, usque ad 20 cm longa', bract esc florales 
distichx, patentes, deltoidex apiculatx, 4 mm longx, 3 mm latx, membranacex, straminex, 
parte exteriore leviter pubescentes. Flores quam bractex iongiores, purpurei et Iutei. Scpaltim 
intermedium leviter incurvatum, carnosum, anguste triangulare, apice acutum, 2.6 mm 
longum, 1 mm latum, extus pubescentia brevi dense ornatum', sepaia lateralia deltoidea, 
erecta, apiculata, 2.7 mm longa, 2 mm lata, purpurea sed ad basin lutea, extus pubescentia 
ornata. Petala linearia, reflexa, 2.5 mm tonga, 0.3 mm lata, purpurea, apice rotundata. 
Labellum carnosum, triangulare, giabrum, integrum, rccurvatum, obtusum, 2 mm longum, 
basi 1.5 mm latum, purpurcum, intus carinatum, basi depression albo transversali orna¬ 
tum. Columna 2 mm alta, distincte alata, apice manifesto tuberculata, stelidia minuta ; 
anthera galeiformis, purpurea, marginibus albis et centro papitloso notato ; pollinia 2 ceracea.

B. daloaertse may be distinguished by its gracefully arching inflorescence 
which is much longer than the leaves. In F.W.T.A. it keys out near 
B. fiiiforme but it has a shorter inflorescence, a pubescent rhachis, obvious 
floral bracts, and much smaller leaves and pseudobulbs. The flowers of 
B. daloaertse resemble those of B. rhizophorx but the former has larger 
flowers with a triangular lip. Vegetatively, B, rhizophorx is quite distinct 
having more closely spaced pseudobulbs, narrowly oblong leaves and a 
shorter inflorescence. 

B. daloaertse has been named after the town of Daloa, in the Cote 
d’Ivoire, where the type specimen flowered in cultivation in the collection 
of F. Perez-Vera.

Herba epiphytica, glaberrima', rhizoma repens, teres, 2-3 mm diametro, e bosi psendo- 
bulborum radices numerosas, fiexuosas, ramosas emittens. Pseudobulbi 0.5-1 cm distantes, 
ovato-elliptici, 3-4 angulati, ad substratum : horizontaiiter appressi, luteo-vtrides, mono- 
phylli. Folia anguste oblonga vel eiliptica, erecto-patentia, petiolo brevi, apice subacuta, 
8.5-10 cm longa, 1.5-1.7 cm lata, coriacea, obscure ftavo-viridia. Inflorescentia e bosi 
pseudobulbi exorta, simplex, 35-45 cm longa', pedunculus rigidus, curvus, 2.5-3 cm diametro, 
circiter 2/3 inflorescentix longitudine rqitans ; bractex 6-8, vaginatx, adpressx, valde 
discretx, 15-17 mm longx', rachis teres, 15-20 cm longa, 2 mm diametro, leviter flexuosa.

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In the Flora of West Tropical Africa, B. irigalex keys out near B. 
distans but it differs from that species in having only marginal hairs on the 
lip which also lacks any basal hyaline auricles. Further, B. irigalex has 
a rectangular glossy basal callus on its lip. B. calamarium, like B, irigalex 
has only marginal hairs on its lip but the former lacks a basal callus and 
its lip is quite fleshy. 

B. irigalex has been named after Sra. Ingale Perez-Vera, the wife 
of the collector of the type specimen.

Pseudobulbi per spatia 0.5-/ cm separati, ad substratum - horizontaliter appressi, trigoni, 
superne semper plant, ovati vel conico-ovati, 1.5-2 cm longi, J. 2-1.5 cm lati, sulphurei 
vet flavo-virides, monophytU. Folia erecta, anguste oblonga, in petiolum brevissimum angus - 
tata, apice subacuta, 7-11 cm tonga, 1-1.3 cm lata, coriacea, viridia sed supra atrovirentia 
et leviter canaliculata. Infiorescentia erecta, e basi pseudobulbi exorta, recta vel leviter 
curvata, cylindrica, quam folia longior, 10-30 cm tonga ; peduncultts 2-6 cm longus, teres, 
bracteis vaginantibus 2-4 omnino velatus, bractex quam internodia poutto breviores, ovatx, 
scariosx, acutx vel obtusx, 0.7-1.5 cm tongx ; rachis teres, densiflora, 7-20 cm tonga ; 
bractex florales in spiram dispositx, lanceolatie, 3-7 mm longx, 1 mm, latx, acutx. Flores 
quam bractex pautlo tongiores, nivei vel eburnci, - penduli, secundi, per spatia 1.5-3 mm 
dtstantes. Sepala lineari lanceolata, 5.5-6.5 mm tonga, 1.2-1.7 mm lata, rigida, carnosa, 
concava, eburnea. Petala orbiculata, minuta, papitiata, 0.4 mm tonga, alba. Labellum 
carnosum, rigidum, lineari-lanceolatum, 2-3 mm longttm, basi leviter incrassatum ac dita- 
tatum, apice recurvatum, glabrum, sutco longitudinali ornatum. Columna 2 mm aha\ 
stelidia valde evoluta, 0.8 mm tonga, 0.4 mm lata, apice bifida; anthera sulphnrea ; 
polhnia2, cetacea.

B. ivorense is easily recognised by its secund, ivory coloured flowers 
and its distinctly hooked lip and this combination of characters does not 
occur in any other West African Bulbophyllum species. In F.W.T.A. it 
keys out near to B. schimperamm from which it is distinguished by its 
hooked lip and minute petals. Another West African species, B. buntingii, 
also possesses a hooked lip and secund inflorescence but has smaller flowers 
and much larger stalked petals. 

B. ivorense has also been collected on the Liberian side of Mont Nimba 
where it is said to be fairly common as an epiphyte in high forest.

Columna brevis, 1.8 mm alta; basi lata, alt's latis marginata, stelidia brevissima', anthera 
lutea. Capsula ovoidea, 5.5 mm longa, 3.5 mm lata, perianthio persistenli coronata.

Although closely allied to B. rhizophorx and B. falcipetalum. B. victoris 
may be easily distinguished from both in the field by its distinctively purple 
spotted pseudobulbs, an inflorescence which is much longer than the leaves, 
narrowly oblanceolate petals and the tapering wings on the column. Fur¬ 
thermore, B. victoris, unlike B. rhizophorx, has yellow flowers with purple 
spots on the outside of the sepals, widely spaced pseudobulbs and erect 
bracts. 

B. victoris has been named in honour of the late Victor Samuel Summer- 
hayes (1892-1974) whose work on African Orchids at Kew has provided 
such a stimulus to amateur and professional botanists alike.
